IAPAN EXPLAINS 


POSITION IN CHINA: 
ASKS COOPERATION 


Minister Confers With 
Ambassadors and Inter- 
national Press; Says 
Chiang Menaces Peace. 


BY JAMES P. HOWE. 
TOKYO, Jan, .31.—()—Foreign 
Minister Kenkichi Yoshizawa today 
asked the American, British and 
French ambassadors to solicit the sup- 
port of their governments for meas- 
ures to persuade the Chinese to aban- 


|don war-like operations at Shanghai. 


The foreign minister called in the 
ambassadors after receiving from the 
military intelligence service alarming 
reports that Marshal Chiang Kai- 


shek, former president of China, was 
effecting a heavy concentration of his 
troops in the Shanghai area. 

After his conferences with the en- 
voys, M. Yoshizawa. told foreign news- 
paper correspondents that unless the 
Shanghai situation was _ relieved 
quickly “the Japanese army probably 
will be called.” 

The foreign minister emphasized 
that Japanese bluejackets now in 
Shanghai are in danger of annihila- 
tion, as they are facing 30,000 crack 
inese troops, and reports have 
been received that Marshal Chiang 
is rushing four squadrons of _air- 
planes into the area for a major of- 
fensive. 

The American, British and French 
ambassadors were summoned, it. was 
explained, for the purpose of dissi- 
pating misapprehensions .and misun- 
derstandings abroad concerning Ja- 

tien in. ee hee ee 
“ hizawa the -government 
‘it apparent that such 
misunderstahdings éxisted because 
separate representations have been 
made to Tokyo by Washington, Lon- 
don and Paris. ‘These representa- 
tions, he added, were made verbally 
and therefore were not identical. He 
did not consider them to be pro- 
testa, 
The foreign minister conferred for 
almost an’ hour a half with Sir 
Charley Lindley, British ambassador, 
for about the same length of time with 
W. Cameron Forbes, the American 
ambassador, and for slightly more 
than an hour with Count De Martel, 
‘the Paris representative. 

Receiving foreign corfespondents im- 
mediately thereafter, M. Yoshizawa 
said the ambassadors had agreed to 
transmit. his request that the three 
governments attempt to persuade 
China against belligerent operations. 

The foreign minister appeared tired. 
From hastily scribbled notes and from 
a war office intelligence report, he 
delivered his chinalonton! narration 
of the Shanghai ineident in English. 

“I received this afternoon the Brit- 
ish, American and French ambassadors, 
who are interested in the defense of 
the International. Settlement, and 
am going to explain what I told them, 
but not what they said to me, as I am 
unable to do that without their per- 
mission,” he began. 

“With the view of dissipating some 
misunderstanding which seems: to ex- 
ist in various quarters, I decided to 
explain the situation to them fully. 

“In the first place, our consular and 
naval representatives have not ignored 
the spirit of collaboratjon. Consul 
General Murai presented Japan's’ de- 
mands to Mayor Wu Teh-cheng Janu- 
ary 21, the demands including an 
item for, the suppression of the anti- 
Japanese movement.

ON FOREIGN LOANS 
OVER $10,000 000 


Total .Realized by U. S. 
Bankers on Bonds, Many 
of Which Were Shaky, 
Goes to $115,000,000. — 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(?)— 
Gross. profits for J. P. Morgan and 
Company of $10,883,626 from the sale 
of foreign bonds in the United States 
from 1919 to 1932 were reported to- 
day by the senate finance committee. 

A statement of the Morgan profits 
was made public by the committee as 
an aftetmath of its inquiry into the 
flotation of foreign securitiés in this 


the war-from this source festified to 
before the committee by a dozen New 
York banking houses to approximate- 
ly $115.000,000, 3 

In addition, other banking and 
financial houses all over the country 
reaped profits many times larger from 
the sale of the securities. On’ these 
it has been testified, American inves- 
tors lost untold hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 

The Morgan company listed gross 
rofits on a $100,000, loan to 

rance in 1920 as $599,504, but the 
spread on this issue, or the difference

The statement filed with the com- 
mittee by Thomas W. Lamont, Mor- 
gan partner, showed the firms’ ex- 
penses on the sales were $811,722, 
leaving a net profit, including over- 
head . expenses, of $10,071,908.

Inventory- of the estate of David 


Woodward. Atlanta financier, reveals 
that he left a total of $1,310,152.35 
in stocks, bonds, and property. The 
main portion of his estate was  be- 
queathed to his wife, who survived 
him by only a few days. The whole 
estate and that of the widow has now 
reverted to Miss Marion E. Wood- 
ward, their only child. 

Mr. Woodward died last summer 
in Watertown, where he was born. He 
lived for many years in Atlanta, where 
he was prominent in business and fi- 
nancial circles.

20-DEGREE WEATHER 
FAILS 
MERCURY HITS 26 


The thermometer began a_ steady 
climb upward following a 26-degree 
reading Sunday morning and by noon 
today pleasant seasonal weather will 
be in vogue, according to reports from 
the aerological bureau at Candler field, 
The official forecast said fair and ris- 
ing temperatures for all of Georgia. 

Failing to drop to the 20-degree 
mark predicted, the week-end weather 
still gave the state a taste of winter. 
Biting north winds Saturday night 
had calmed by sunrise Sunday and 
early risers were greeted by heavy 
frost and considerable ice. 

A genial sun carried the mercury 
up to the 48-degree mark early in the 
afternoon and a drop back to freezing 
weather was predicted for the early 
hours of Monday. 

With the .wissipated cold snap a 
matter of history, Georgia weather 
will likely be seasonal with tempera- 
tures ranging between freezing and 60 
degrees for the next few days, the 
weather bureau reported.

MAIN BATTLE FLEET 


MOVES NEARER CHINA 


NAVAL BASE, SAN PEDRO, 
Cal., Jan. 31.—(#)—The main strik- 
ing force of the American navy—the 
United States battle fleet—puts to 
sea sometime after midnight tonight 
in full fighting trim. 

‘Sixty-five ships, embracing all arms 
of the navy, togétber with army and 
marine transports, representing an ex- 
peditionary force, are under orders 
to “recapture” the Hawaiian islands 
from a theoretical enemy for the 1932 
joint army-navy maneuvers. 

Two great war-game problems, | 
mapped eut by the war plans divisions 
of the army and navy a year ago, are 
scheduled before return of the fleet 
to its base here next month. The first 
is “recapture of the Hawaiian islands” 
and the second will be “invasion of 
the Pacific coast.’ 

The 27.000 officers and men of the 
battle fleet are keyed up to an un- 
usual. alertness” for the spectacular 
maneuvers. The mobilization hour 
tenseness incident to these annual! bat- 
tle exercises is electrified with the 
knowledge that other ships of the navy 
are speeding to protect American in- 
terests in’ China.

CHINA RENEWS PLEA 
TO LEAGUE OF NATIONS

GENEVA,.*Jan. 31.—(4)—China 
renewed its plea to the League of Na- 
tions to take “effective measures” to 
prevent Japanese aggression and pre- 
serve peace as delegates of powers, 
great and small, arrived today for the 
world conference on arms limitation 
opening Tuesday. 

W. W. Yen, Chinese spokesman, 
said China reserved the right to claim 
suitable reparations for damage done 


by Japan at Shanghai. Those who 
were about to attack the manifold 
rigor rat connected with the prob- 
em of limiting and- reducing arma- 
ments were concerned over the armed 
conflict there. 

The Chinese delegation here ex- 
pressed the conviction that Chiang Kai- 
shek, former president of China, and 
the socalled ‘ ‘Soong dynasty” headed 
by T. V. Soong, former finance min- 
ister, were strongly in control of the 
Chinese government and would con- 
tinue to look to the League for inter- 
vention against Japan. 

hree Notes Submitted. 

Three notes submitted to the League 
by Mr. Yen, the Chinese spokesman, 

arged Japan with atrocities in the 
Shanghai disorders and appealed to 
the League council for action. 

One note related the Japanese in- 
vasion of the wor x native district in 
Shanghai and said Japanese airplanes 
had indiscriminately bombed that sec- 
tion, although iese officials had 
accepted Japanese demands for a stop 
to anti-Japanese activities. The bom- 
bardment had killed “countless civil- 
ians,” the note said. 

“Under such circumstances, the Chi- 
nese authorities, in @rder to exercise 
their sovereign rights, have been com- 
— to employ force for. self-defense 
oy energetically resisting the attack 

Japanese forces,’’ the note added. 

“This attempt to invade and oc- 
cupy Shanghai by Japan is again a 
violation of the League covenant and 
resolutions, the (Kellogg anti-war) 
pact of Paris and the nine-power trea-

(FACES. COMMITTEE 


Adjustment of Differ- 
ences Over Sheet Will Be 
Sought Today. 


Amicable adjustment of differences 


‘|of warring- council factions over the 


proposed January finance sheet will 
be sought at 10 o'clock this morning 
when a_ special council conference 
committee ‘will hold its first session 
in. an effort to secure passage of a 
balanced budget to re-establish the 
municipality’s credit.

It appeared Sunday that two prob- 
able suggestions ultimately will be 
adopted as the compromise on which 
council will be asked to act, with the 
probability of their approval. They 
are: 

z. enforced yacation period 
sittin ay for all employes in order 
to absorb the blanket 19 per cent 
slash in all salaries the finance com- 
mittee rechmmended. It was because 
of the Wage cuts that council rejected 
the finance committee’s recommenda- 
tions by. a vote of 10 for to 15 
against. The vacation proposition 
would, obviate the necessity “ a scale 
reduction. 

2. Permit the school ewe to 
draw its $2,488,000 allecation in 11 
months instead of 12 equal install- 
ments as other departments will be 
restricted to. This will permit the 
schools to make a budget for operation 
for 11 months with maintenance and 
operation bills and salaries for De- 
cember to be carried into 1933. 

Just what effect the second propos- 
al, if adopted, would have on the atti- 
tude of Atlanta banks concerning ad- 
vancement of monies to meet. long- 
delayed pay rolls is a matter of con- 
jecture, but it was pointed out Sun- 
day that the school department would 
be unable to operate a full month in 
the entire year unless its monthly 
appropriation is raised. The only 
way this can be done is through the 
11-month plan, according to those in 
authority. 

If the report of the conference com- 
mittee is not ready for councilmanic 
consideration this afternoon, only 
routine matters are slated to face 
council.

In announcing the honor roll, Dr. 
George E. Haynes, secretary of the 
commission, said six of the states not 
present had been on the honor rolls of 
other years—Louistana, Maryland, 
Missouri, North Dakota, Tennessee 
and West Virginia. Three—Florida, 
Mississippi and Alabama—had never 
appeared in the honor list, he said. 

A feature of the survey was the 
drop in the number of victims from 
21 in 1930 to 13 in 1931. 

Dr. Haynes called attention to the 
fact that 57 attempted lynchings were 
frustrated by officers of the law in 
1931, in drawing the conclusion that 
the forces of law and order have been 
gaining the upper hand for several 
years. 

Public sentiment, he said, was be- 
coming more intolerant of lynch law 
and mob tactics, but he added that 
the church and the newspapers still 
had a task to perform. 

The report _ especially commended 
Connecticut, ‘Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island and Ver- 
mont, which never: have recored a 
lynching; Maine and New - Jersey, 
which have not had one since 1886 ; 
Delaware, Michigan and Wisconsin, 
which have not had one for 25 years; 
Idaho, Iowa, Nevada and South Da- 
kota, none for 20 years; New York, 
Oregon, and Pennsylvania, none. for 
15 years; Arizona, California, Colo- 
rado, Kansas, Minnesota, Montana, 
Nebraska, Washington and Wyoming, 
none for 10, and Illinois, Utah, and 
Virginia, and Ohio, none for five 
years.

Mr. Skelton _ recalls { 
stories of Civil War days in north 
Georgia. While an employe of the 
Western & Atlantic railroad he made 
a run to Atlanta every day, and re- 
members distinctly the ruins of At- 
lanta after Sherman burned the city. 

“When the W. & A. was operated 
by the state,” relates Mr. Skelton, 
“the governor had complete charge of 
the road. Usually only democrats 
worked on the railroad; but when a

republican was elected all employes 
and hands who were democrats were 
fired and a new force of republicans 
were hired.” 

Still a large, robust and straight 
man, Mr. Skelton spends most of his 
time out-of-doors. He is known as the

with one shot.” Mr. Skelton hunts or 
fishes throughout most of the year.

POR °32 SEASON 


Macon and Columbus Are 
Among Six Cities Post- 
ing $1,500 Forfeits. 


- MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 31.— 
(P)—~Reorganization of the Southeast- 
ern league was completed here today 
with six clubs sting forfeits, and 
Roy Williams, of Macon, Ga., elected 
president. 

Clubs posting forfeits of $1,500 each 

were Macon and Columbus, Ga.; Jack- 
son. Miss.: Mobile, Selma and Mont 
xomery, Ala. Pensacola, Fia., and 
Meridian, Miss., were granted 30 days 
in which to complete plans for en- 
tering the league to make an eight- 
club circuit, — 
‘Under the rules adopted each club 
will be permitted to carry 15 players, 
with four men who have played Class 
A or better baseball. The salary lim- 
it will be placed at $3,000 monthly, 
including the manager. 

The directors chosen were: George 
W. Brannon, Jackson; Milton Stock, 
Mobile; Maurice Bloch, Selma; Ed G. 
Jacobs, Macon; Harry. Snow. Mont- 
gomery, and T. G. Reaves, Columbus. 


Jacksonville, Fla., was represented 
_ at the meeting by Meyer Goldberg and 
in case either Meridian or Pensacola 
should be ready te enter and the 
other be unable, Jacksonville will be 
considered as a possible eighth club. 
Controversial subjects looming before 
the meeting opened were ironed out 
rapidly, and reorganization went for- 
ward with dispatch. 

- The directors voted for a 140-game 
schedule opening on April 19 and clos- 
ing about September 1 

Macon was accepted conditionally, 
the directors voting to permit the 
former Sally league entry to withdraw 
should the Brooklyn National league 
club fail to permit them to use the 
park.

Trade Seeks 


‘Immobilization’ of Mills 


(This is the second of three 
articles describing the present 
and estimating the future of 
England’s cotton mill industry.

MANCHESTER, Eng., Jan. 31.— 
(P)—England's cotton mills, striving 
to maintain the gains obtained from 
the abandonment of the gold exchange 
standard, has turned eyes right to 
plans for “immobilization” of surplus 
plants and machinery. 

The joint committee of all cotton 
trade organizations has recommended 
that legal authority be given a group 
of trustees to levy funds from operat- 
ing mills for the purpose of purchas- 
ing or closing down mills, thus de- 
creasing the present too great produc- 
tive capacity of the industry. 

The committee, in effect, acquires 
the excess plants, and holds them shut 
with the probable purpose of keeping 
them that way until there is an evi- 
dent need of increasing capacity. 

Meanwhile the fight to cut costs 
through wage reductions goes on bit- 
terly with the likelihood that economi¢ 


back to work at reduced wages, since 
many of them have been out of em- 
ployment beyond the period provided 
for by the government insurance fund. 
They must work to live. 

The joint committee makes its rec- 
ommendation in a resolution which is 
regarded as particularly significant 
since its radical suggestion of im- 
mobilization comes from within the

“The elimination or reduction of 
this surplus (plant and machinery), 
the committee says, “is one of the 
most urgent problems before the in- 
dustry and ‘is an essential condition 
of any return to a sound basis for 
the trade as a whole.”

Tuberculosis Vaccine 


LONDON, Jan. 31.—(4)—Henri 
Spahlinger, director of the Insti- 
tut. Bacteriotherapique at Geneva 
and noted authority on tuberculosis, 
has published a formula for an anti- 
tubercle vaccine which he claimed 
would establish complete immunity 
to the disease in human beings and 
animals, 


Experiments with calves, he said, 
led him to believe the vaccine, only 
one of its kind free from micro- 
organisms, could he used with 
safety. 

His announcement was made at 
the conclusion of years of intensive 
research during which he used up 
his entire personal fortune of sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars. He 
was able to continue his work only 
by the aid of the Aga Khan. the 
Duke of Westminster and others, 
who took an interest in what he 
was doing.
